NO DEADLOCK IN SIGHT. 


The Legislature Will Reorganize 


Without Delay-Candidates 


for Speaker. 


Chicago Daily A~eiV3. 


The death of Speaker Miller of the 


Illinois legislature will necessitate a 
caucus for the organization of the house. 
It struck many people as a first thought 
that the time required for this would 
dangerously encroach upon the very lim- 
ited period within which the general 
assembly must enact the legislation re- 


appre- 
quired for the world's fair. This avv^. 
hension was strengthened by the belief 
that the changes m the house from death 
and resignations would desroy theBepub- 
lican majority in the house or reduce it 
to such narrow limits that if party poll- 
tics was allowed to be brought into the 
matter a deadlock might result which 
would render impossible the legislation 
BO urgently required. But there is no 
probability that the Republicans will 
lack a quorum despite the change 


In the 3Gth district John J. Teefey of 


iirown county, a Democrat, will be suc- 
ceeded by a Democrat from the same 
county. A. C. Matthews, the Republican 
member from the same district, who re- 
signed to become first comptroller of the 
treasury, will be succeeded by a Eepub- 
lican from Calhoun county.

Full Text oi the DepudMit Ponilon 


Bill M Sienad by th» Piwldont. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The following 


s the text of the Dependent Pension 
bill as It passed both Housei and re- 
:elved the signature of the President: 
SECTION 1. That In considering the pension 


claims ot dependent parent* the f&ct of tho 
Boldler'a dealh by reiuon of eiiv wound. In- 
mry, casualty or disease which, under the 
conditions and limitations of existing laws, 
would have entitled him to an Invalid pen- 
sion, and the tact that the soldier l«(t no 
widow or minor children haying been shown 
as required by law, It shall be necessary 
only to show by competent and sufficient 
evidence that such parent or parents are 
without other present mcani of support 
than their own manual labor or the oontrl- 


utlons ot others not legally bound for their 


support; provided, that all jjenslons allowed 
to dependent parents under this act shall 
commence from the date of the filing of the 
application hereunder and shall continue 
no longer thun the existence of the depend- 
ence. 


Sec. 2. That all persons who served three 


months or more In the military or naval 
service of the United States daring the late 
war of the rebellon, and who have been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and who 
are now or who may hareafter be suffer- 
ngfrom a mental or physical disability of 
a permanent character, not the result of 
their own vicious habits, which Incapaci- 
tates them from tbo performance*of manual 
labor In such a degroe ae to render them 
unable to earn a support, fhall, upon mak- 
ing due proof of the fact ftcoording to auoh 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of 
the Interior may provide, be placed upon 
the list of invalid pensioners of the United 
States, »nd be entitled to receive a pension

discharged, has died, or shall die, leaving a 
widow without othur moans of support thau 
her dally labor, or minor children under the 
ago of sixteen years, such widow shall, 
upon vlue proof ot her husband's death, 
wl thout proving his (loath to be the result 
of his army service, be placed on tho pen 
sion roll from tho date of the application 
tborofor uadur this act, at the rate of 18 per 
month during her widowhood, and iball also
